VIEW IN SUCCULENT AND CACTUS HOUSE 


Succulents and cacti are grown in this house which is open at all 
times to our visitors. A great many succulents are grown from seeds, 
some including most of the commonest kinds are grown from cuttings. 
A few can be grown from leaf cuttings. Cacti are mainly grown from 
seed and take from two to five years or more to reach flowering size. 


GROWING YARD 


Larger plants are grown in boxes out of 
doors. Here they grow under as nearly nat- 
ural conditions as possible developing sturdy 
root systems and having a good winter’s rest 
thus getting a fine start for spring and sum- 
mer flowering in your garden or window. 


VIEW IN SEEDLING GREENHOUSE 


Young cacti and succulents from the time the seed is sown until they are 
ready for their first transplanting require far more moisture and care than at 
any other time during their lives. After the seed is germinated it is brought 
into this drier house and when ready is transplanted into boxes called ‘‘flats’’ 
which you see on the benches. 


SPECIMEN CACTI AND GROWING FRAMES 

Across the road is seen part of a block of growing frames in 
which three-quarters of a million small cacti are growing. Young 
cacti need constant attention until they attain their second or third 
year. _They must develop a vigorous root system which they do 
best in strong light. The frames bring the plants right up to the 
light and protect the plants from excessive rain and cold.

UCCULENTS 


NEW and OLD 


W iat are Succulents? The term is used to identify a great group of plants 
which in the wild state grow in regions of limited rainfall or in regions sharply 
defined into dry and wet seasons. They belong to many plant families and 
because of their diverse origins assume many odd or unique forms. They all 
have one character in common, the storage of water to tide them over the 
dry seasons. The storage may be in succulent leaves, stems or roots. The thick 
juicy leaves or stems makes the term ‘‘succulents,’’ appropriate for them. Cacti are also succu- 
lents but as they belong to a single unique family, generally spiny in character, they are always 
listed separately. Succulents are found almost everywhere but the most interesting ones come 
from Africa, Madagascar, Canary Islands, and Mexico. They reach their greatest profusion in 
quite temperate regions where winters seldom get much below freezing. They are not profuse 
in the hottest deserts but seem to prefer mountainous regions and plateaus. 
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Culture of Succulents 


Succulents are mostly quite at home in the 
window garden and in warm regions are 
splendid for rock gardens, window boxes and 
borders being very colorful. 


SOIL. They like quite porous or well drained 
soils being impatient of wet feet. Clay soil 
particularly for pots is too retentive of water. 
Out in the garden it is not too important. A 
suitable potting soil may be made up of 1 part 
easily crumbled loam, 2 parts fairly coarse, 
clean sand and 1 part peat moss or leafmold. 


WATERING. In watering be temperate, par- 
ticularly just after they have been planted. It 
takes a month or more to grow new roots 
and during this time they should never be 
more than just moist. Succulents do not wilt 
like ordinary plants and do not suffer for lack 
of water, Water afterwards only when soil is 
dry.

CARE OF NEWLY POTTED 
ORCHID CACTI 


When you receive the plants the roots will 
be in a plastic bag which keeps them moist 
yet gives them air. When your potting soil is 
ready it should be barely moist so you can 
sift it among the roots. Use about a 3” or 
4” pot for the first potting. Small pots are 
best at first as they allow for more air which 
encourages new root growth. Pot only moder- 
ately firmly, seeing that the compost is on 
the coarse side, not too fine. Water well, then 
place the plants in a well lighted window with 
ventilation. They iike fresh air. A tempera- 
ture of 60° is excellent, 10° lower or higher 
is acceptable. Keep barely moist, not wet. 
In a month new roots should be established. 
Later they should be put in 5” or 6” pots 
to finish their summer growth. If you have 
a sun porch or greenhouse place the pots in 
a light position but protect at first from the 
mid-day sun to prevent scalding. Cacti do not 
wilt like ordinary plants but draw upon 
stored water reserves until roots are started.

Their cul- 
ture is similar to other house plants such as 
geraniums. They like a well lighted window 
and a cool rather than hot atmosphere, The 
parents of these complex hybrids are native 
to the mountains of Mexico and Guatemala 
where it is cool most of the year. There is 
a long dry season often with considerable 
fog, or really clouds which in the tropics cling 
close to the mountain-sides. The rainy season 
may be quite wet but fairly short. 

Orchid Cacti like a very open or porous 
compost to grow in. A close sticky or clay 
soil will hold water too long and the roots 
will suffocate. A good compost to start with 
is crumbly loam, leafmold, gritty sand and 
peatmoss in about equal proportions. Some 
would add a portion of well rotted cow ma- 
nure. While they may be planted at almost 
any time they are most active in mid-spring. 
Water enough to keep them damp at all 
times. They do most of their growing in 
spring and early summer. In late summer and 
fall the stems are maturing and a little less 
water should be given. They flower during 
April, May and June always on last years 
stems. During summer it is well to put them 
outside under a tree or on a partly shady porch 
as they will benefit from the fresh air and 
sunlight.

PINCUSHION Cacti are at home In the window garden. They never grow out of bounds and 
mature flowering specimens are easily grown in small pots. It is surprising how nature produces 
so many variations on a single theme. Certainly in the Mamillarias she has extended herself. 
Some are tiny globes, some grow 4 tall, some are solitary, some form clusters, others great 
mounds with over a hundred heads. There are snowy white ones, yellow, golden and green, 
Some have long silky hair or snowy plumes, strong hooked spines or stellate clusters. Many bloom 
in winter. There are tiny flowers others almost dollar sized. White, pink, red and yellow flowers. 

CULTURE. The greater number do very well with ordinary care. A sandy loam soil that 
drains quickly as like all cacti they resent wet feet. They prefer a sunny window not too far 
from the glass and when possible plenty of fresh air. Water only when soil is dry which is a 


good rule for almost all cacti and succulents, 


If you can, in summer put them outdoors to 


mature the growth. Fertilizer should be lightly applied only in summer. 


FEATHER CACTUS 

Certainly one of the most unique and pretty of 
cacti. Mamillaria plumosa has its spines trans- 
muted into curling feathers. Snowy white and 
as soft as down they completely cover the plant.

ECHINO 


THIS great group is mostly ball or barrel- 
shaped and only grow tall with great age. 
Some of the cacti listed here are more closely 
related to the Cerei but due to their shape 
included for convenience. 

Some are 
tiny plants, marble size, others may be sev- 
eral feet tall and two feet through at ma- 
turity. They are found in either North or 
South America from Canada to Patagonia. 
Since the two continents have been almost 
separated for millions of years most of the 
groups or genera are found only on One con- 
tinent. To the North American group belong 
the true Barrel Cacti. Echinocactus and Fero- 
cactus, the Bishop’s Cap, Leuchtenbergia, Ario- 
carpus, Thelocactus and numbers of less well 
known genera. In South America there are 
many beautiful kinds quite different to those 
Neoporteria,

CACTUS 


Among the South American kinds are many 
smaller and less known genera which have 
beautiful, bright flowers or curious growth 
forms. Almost all of the plants have ribbed 
stems and this accordion effect, well shown 
in Bishop’s Cap, allows the plant to expand 
rapidly without bursting after the rains. Thus 
they can store considerable quantities of water 
to last them through the long dry seasons. 

CULTURE: Most of the Barrel Cacti require 
much the same care. They like an open or 
porous soil through which surplus water quick- 
ly drains away. A good soil or compost is 
composed of 1 part crumbly loam, 1 part 
clean sharp sand and from 1% to 1 part 
coarse leafmold or peatmoss. Coarsely granu- 
lated charcoal is often added to keep soil 
“sweet.” You may vary the proportions to 
suit your experience. Give them a sunny or 
very light position and see they get plenty of 
fresh air. Water moderately only when soil 
is dry. The soil should dry out in 5 to 10 days 
depending on the weather. 


SCARLET CROWN CACTUS 

Rebutia grandiflora is the largest flowered of 
the Crown Cacti and one of the choicest win- 
dow garden plants.
